ly status, like Aruba, within 
he Kingdom. The smaller is- 
.ands of Bonaire, Saba and 
St. Eu si atius became munici¬ 
palities of the Netherlands, 
rlie Netherlands paid tlie ar¬ 
rears of tlie Antilles, nearly 2 
iillion, but IS discontinuing 
subsidy programs. They did 
ceep a watchful eye on tlie fi¬ 
nances and adiiiim strati on of 


the islands. 

Most islanders do not 
want to separate fi'aiii tlie 
Netherlands. Tliey cherish 
their Dutch passport, even 
tliough the bill initiative pre¬ 
sented by Member of Parlia¬ 
ment for WD, Andre 
Bosmaii makes access to the 
Netherlands difficult for tlie 
people of the former Netlier- 
lands Antilles. 

Rutte, who visited the is¬ 
lands for the first time during 
his premiership, made it 
sound simple to cut off ties 
witil the Netherlands. But the 
great ally the United States 


will try to prevent that. Tlie 
Netherlands is responsible 
for foreign policy and de¬ 
fense of all the islands in tlie 
kingdom structure. Nowhere 
outside tlie Netherlands are 
there more Dutch soldiers 
than on the Canbbean is¬ 
lands, especially to combat 
the drug trafficking between 
North and South America. 
Tlie fear IS great that the drug 
mafia will lake over all tlie is¬ 
lands if the Netherlands is no 
longer responsible for them.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama's 
pick to serve as envoy to tlie 
United Nations earned ap¬ 
proval Tuesday ft'om a key 
Senate panel, paving the way 
for her expected conftmiation 
by the chamber. 

The Senate Foreign Rela¬ 
tions Committee voted over¬ 
whelmingly in support of 
Samantha Power, a genocide 
expert and human rights 
champion, to be Obama's am¬ 
bassador to the global body. 

Power enj oys broad bipar¬ 
tisan support and is expected 
to sail through to confirma¬ 
tion. 

But she raised the ire of 
Venezuela dunng tlie confir¬ 


mation process last week 
when she told a hearing 
she would stand up to 
"repressive regimes" and 
challenge the "crack¬ 
down on civil society" in 
til e 0 il -ri ch S 0 uth Amen - 
can nation. 

In response, Vene¬ 
zuela late Fnday said it 
has "ended' its rap¬ 
prochement with the 
United States, slamming 
what it called her "interven¬ 
tionist agenda" 

Senators made no mention 
0 f tlie Ven ezuel a row in Tu es- 
day's committee 111 eelmg. 

Power, 42, would replace 
Susan Face, who leaves under 
a cloud for her role in the ad- 
mini strati on's publi c expl aiia- 
tion for the deadly attack on 
the US mission in Libya last 
September LI that left four 
Americans dead including 
the ambassador there. 

Power herself has come 
under cnlicism for a number 
of remarks she made a 
decade ago, including speak¬ 
ing of'crimes committed" by 
the US government.

"She failed to distance

Senate panel 
backs Power as 
US envoy to UN

Meet Rabbi Daniel Kripper 


Tlie congregation of Temple 
Beth Israel in Oranjestad was 
pleased to welcome PK.abbi 
Daniel Kripper and his wife 
Flora to the community in 
early April of tliis year. Ong- 
inally bom and raised in Ar¬ 
gentina, Rabbi Kripper has 
lived, studied and worked in 
Israel and on both the east 
and west coast of the U.S. He 
onginally earned Ins degree 
in Social Psychology m Eue- 
nas Aires. He pursued Jewish 
Studies in Israel, winch 
segued into Rabbiincal Stud¬ 
ies and a career. For more 
than twenty years he was 
rabbi at the Nueva Congre- 
gacion Israelita Montevideo 
in Uruguay, where he adnnn- 
istered to a community of 
90D families. He was also 
Dean of the Seminario Ra- 
binicD Latin 0 am eric an 0 

school in Argentina. He is an 
ordained rabbi with a Doctor 
of Divinity degree from the 
Jewi sh The olo gi cal S ennnaiy 
in New York. 

F.abbi Knpper cordially 
welcomed a visit from THE 
MORNING NEWS to dis¬ 
cuss Ins philosophy about Ju¬ 
daism in a modem, changing 
world, and his hopes for join¬ 
ing and interacting with not 
only temple members, but the 
Aruban community in gen¬ 
eral. 

TMN: As "the new rabbi 
in town," what are your aspi¬ 
rations for Aruba's small con¬ 
gregation and its place in 
Aruban soaety? 

Rabbi: 'Basically some 
things will remain tlie same, 
tilings people count on from 
the temple, the routine tlial is 
part of the community 
agenda We take pride in our 
traditional services, but com¬ 
bined with modern interpre¬ 
tations which allow a more 
personal and inclusive expe¬ 
rience It IS a mix between 
Hebrew, traditional pra>’'ers, 
singing, but with an English 
explanation, bnef sennon and 
introductions. It is a blend, a 
more accessible service. We 
have a ratlier diverse Jewish 
community in their back¬ 
ground, age and family con- 
frguration; it is an open and 
friendly community." 

An imp ortant p oint P^.abbl 
Knpper's program is reaclung 
out to tlie Chnstian commu¬ 
nity of Aruba, to generate 
greater understanding be¬ 
tween the faiths He has 
begun giving classes in He¬ 
brew, and welcomes all mler- 
e sted m 1 eanun g tlie 1 anguag e 
of the Old Testament, which 
he feels would enable to them 
to belter understand the bible. 


pailiculai'ly as it has often 
been mistakenly translated 
and misinterpreted over the 
centuries, as it was rewritten 
into various languages. 

Rabbi: "I am truly a 
teacher I have been teaching 
Hebrew at Cliristian and 
Gath oh c Seminars and 
Protestant institutes. Lt is my 
way of opening up to other 
religions, otlier viewpoints 
and sharing I would hope to 
bnng tliem as close as possi¬ 
ble to the onginal text and 
culture, what goes beyond 
language. 

I take pnde in connecting 
with Chnstian spinlual lead¬ 
ers; I tlunk this IS part of an 
important aspect of a rabbi's 
purpose, at least for me, is to 
connect people. To connect 
people witli the onginal ver¬ 
sion of the Bible, its culture, 
to connect people with God, 
Jews witli Judaism, and to 
connect the Jewish commu¬ 
nity with the world. We are 
part of a society, and I would 
hope to get them more in¬ 
volved with social action.

At this phase, I am 
explonng the tilings to do, 
getting to know people and 
making friends. We have a 
small Jewish community but 
I would say it is very entliu- 
siastic in many respects."

After spending three years 
in Argentina, my wife Flora 
and I were looking for a dif¬ 
ferent environment, a differ¬ 
ent quality of life Tliere is 
here on Aruba, as far as I can 
tell, a more personal kind of 
work as rabbi, more 'one-on- 
one" than we experience with 
such massive congregations. 
I think tins is the most impor¬ 
tant task for any rabbi, to 
serve people on an individual 
basis. We need to be m touch 
with their personal needs and 
their spiritual needs, ofiEenng 
counseling comfort and sup¬ 
port This is my critical job." 

TMN: In a modern, 
changing world, wliat do you 
think are some of the chal¬ 
lenges thatyou face as a rabbi 
in assisting Jews today, in 
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Rabbi Kripper with Pastors Gilbert Martes and Eusebio Petrona

But there is also changing 
circumstances, cultural cir¬ 
cumstances and questions 
emerging, and tliey need to 
be answered, and solutions 
found.

Tlie new de¬ 
velopments allowing instant 
communication braces us; 
now we have to comp ete with 
tlie Internet. There is so much 
stimuli.

After speaking briefly to 
the press, William and Kale 
returned to the hospital be¬ 
fore re-emerging minutes 
later with tlieir son in a car 
seat. 

William secured tlie seal 
in the back of a black Range 
Rover parked outside the 
hospital, before dnving lus 
family back to their home at 
Kensington Palace. 

Kate's sister Pip pa was re- 
portedly waiting for them at 
the palace. 

The couple had earlier re¬ 


ceived their first visitors witli 
heir to the throne Prince 
Charles and Kate's parents 
Michael and Carole Middle- 
ton — all first-time grandpar¬ 
ents -- turning up at tlie 
hospital. 

Congratulations have 
poured in fi'om around tlie 
globe for the baby, a great¬ 
grandchild of Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II, who will one day 
reign over Britain and 15 
otlier Common wealth realms 
around the world 

The baby remains offi¬ 
cially nameless, although 
bookmakers have picked 
George and James -- tradi¬ 
tional names that hark back 
to previous kings -- as 
favountes. 

Cannon fire salutes rang 
out at the Tower of London 
and Green Parkm celebration 
of the birth, while the bells at 
the 1 Itli centuiy Westminster 
Abbey pealed across the cap¬ 
ital for three hours. 

By mid-afternoon. Kale 
was well enough for a visit 
from her parents, self-made 
millionaires who run a party 
supplies business.

Dutch court blocks 
Qaeda suspect's US 
extradition 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Dutch court on Tuesday 
blocked the extradition of a 
rXitch-PaikiEtaiu Al-Qaeda sus¬ 
pect to tlie US, saying there 
were unanswered questians 
about the US role in Ins al¬ 
leged loiture in Pakistan. 

The man, identified as Sabir 
K., is accused in the US of 
planningto commit acts ofter- 
ror including a suicide attack 
on a US military base in 
A^haniStan's Kunar province 
1112010 

The Jd-yeai'-old Sabir K 
said tliat the US played a role 
in what he said was Ins torture 


in Pakistan following his arrest 
ahiiDst thi'ee yeai’s ago. 

Without proof that tiie US 
was not involved in his alleged 
torture, extradition is illegal, 
the court said. 

Arrested in Pakistan, Sabir 
K. was brought back in April 
2012 to the Netherlands, 
where a string of court rulings 
have accepted and then re¬ 
jected his exti'adition. 

Sabir K. opposed his extra¬ 
dition request -- filed by the 
United States in June 2012 -- 
claiming that US officials had 
a role in his alleged torture 
while in custody in Pakistan. 


Russia bans four 
Dutch nationals over 
'gay propaganda' 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia on 
Tuesday banned four Dutch 
nation^s firom entering the 
country for three yeai's after 
accusing tliem under a contro¬ 
versial new law tliat forbids 
the spreading of "gay pro- 
poganda" to minors. 

The four had been accused 
by police in tlie nortliern Mur¬ 
mansk region o f dissenunating 
gay propagsmda wlule making 
a documentary about gays in 
Paissia and taking part in a 
human rights forum 

Tliey hadb een due to appear 
in court on Monday in Mur¬ 
mansk to answer tlie accusa¬ 
tions but tlieheanngs appeai'ed 
to have been shelved after their 
case was picked up by national 
and international media. 

Russia's Federal Migration 
Serace (FMS) said tliey had 
been banned fi'om entering 


Pais si a for vi ol atmg visa re gii- 
lations in their activities linked 
to " gay prop aganda". 

It was not deal' if the four 
had already left Paissiabut one 
of the activists, Kns Van der 
Veen, indicated on lus Face- 
bo ok p age that he was heading 
home 

"What ft'eedom is, . until 
tonight, dear all," he wrote. 

Prussian President Vladimir 
Putin last month signed the 
" gay propaganda" bill into law, 
a move that was strongly criti¬ 
cised by Western governments 
and rights organisations tliat 
sad it would contribute to ris¬ 
ing homophobia and arbitraiy 
persecution of gays. 

Tlie FMS appears to have 
imposed the ban on the four 
for contravemng visa regula¬ 
tions rather than for violating 
the new law.

Men who skip breakfast face 
heart attack risk 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Men 
who skip breakfast may face a 
lugher risk of heart attack or 
deadly heart disease, accord¬ 
ing to US reseai'chpublished. 

A Study of nearly 27,000 
men found that those who 
faded to eat in the niDming 
had a 27 percent higher risk of 
heEirt attack or death from 
coronary heait disease tliaii 
tliose who did. 

The men, ranging m age 
from 45 to S3, took part in a 
survey about food that tracked 
health outcomes from 1993- 
30QS. 

Those who did not eat 
breakfast tended to be ou the 
younger side and were "more 
likely to be smokers, em¬ 
ployed full time, unmarried, 
less physically active and 
drank more alcohol." 

■Skipping breakfast may 
lead to one or more risk fac¬ 


tors, including obesity lugh 
blood pressure, high choles¬ 
terol and diabetes, wbeh may 
in turn lead lo a heart attack 
over time," said Leali Cabll, 
lead study autlior and a re- 
seai'cher at the Harvard School 
of Public Health. 

The men vdio said they ate 
breakfast also appeared to eat 
one more lime per day tlian 
those who did not, suggesting 
that those who skipped break¬ 


fast did not make up for the 
lack of food later 

Ninety-seven percent of 
men m the study were wbte 
and of European descent but 
researchers said the results 
should apply lo those of otlier 
backgrounds as well 

"Don't sbp breakfast,' 
CaliiU said. 'Eating breakfast 
IE associated with a decreased 
risk of heart attacks. " 


American detained in China amid pharma 
probe 


BEIJING (AFP) - An Ameri¬ 
can has been detained in 
China, a US embassy official 
said ou Tuesday, as Cbiiese 
authorities continue a probe 
into corruption by multina¬ 
tional pharmaceutical compa- 
mes. 

Asked if a US citizen Lad 
been detained during the probe 
wbch has included chai'ges of 
bribery against GlaxoSmithK¬ 
line (GSK), embassy 
spokesman Nolan Barkhouse 
said: "We ai'e awai'e that a US 
citizen has been detained in 
Shanghai. We are in contact 
with tile individual and are 
providing all appropriate con¬ 
sular assistance.' 

China's autlionties this 
montli detained four Cbnese 
GSK executives on allegations 
tliat employees paid nearly 
$500 milhonin bribes to boost 


sales. Other phannaceuticai 
compames have faced in¬ 
creased scrutiny, reports said. 

Police say GSK staff of¬ 
fered government officials and 
doctors payoffs, and took lack- 
backs from travel agencies to

Apple developing 
iPhones and tablets 
with bigger screens: 


WASHiNGTON (AFP) - 
Tourists look at the bioom- 
ing Titan Arum plant on Sun¬ 
day at the US Botanic 
Garden in Washington, DC. 

The titan arum (Amor- 
phophallus titanum), also 
known as the corpse flower 
or stinky plant, is blooming 
and it may remain in bfoom 
for 24 to 4S hours, and then 
it will collapse quickly. The 
flower is eight feet |2.4 me¬ 
ters) tall and smells of de¬ 
composing flesh In order to 
attract pollinators like car¬ 
rion beetles and dung bee¬ 
tles. its blooming is 
unpredictable, and may happen every few years or every few decades. The plant was 
first discovered in 1678 and the last time one bloomed at the US Botanic Garden was 
in 2007.

TAIPEI (AFP^ - Apple .:ould 
roll out smaitphones and 
tablets with bigger screens in 
a move analysts say is an at¬ 
tempt to oateh up with a trend 
set by its mag or nval Samsung. 

The Californian tech giant 
and its Asian suppliers are test¬ 
ing smautphone screens larger 
than four inches and tablet 
screens slightly less than 13 
inches, tlie Wall Sti'eet Journal 
reported, without naming the 
suppliers. 

Samsung, which has re¬ 
leased a senes of handsets and 
tablets witli increasingly larger 
screens, has seen its global 
market shai'e rise as con¬ 
sumers flock to their products 
putting Apple under pressure 
to follow suit. 

The paper said it was not 
clear if such designs would 
ever make their way onto the 
market, but analysts said 
smartphones widi bigger dis¬ 
plays are increasingly popular 
b ecaus e they m eet tlie u eed s o f 
users. 

Currently, tlie iPlione 5 has 
a four-inch screen compared 
with Samsung's S4, an im¬ 
proved version of ttie South 
Korean company's popular 
predecessor the S3 and which 
boasts a five-inch screen 

Such handsets are often re¬ 


ferred to as “phablets" because 
their size sits in between a 
phone and a tablet. 

By offeriug multiple screen 
size options and handset 
pnces, Samsung has seen its 
market sliare use to 33.1 per¬ 
cent in the three months to 
Marclx while Apple was lag¬ 
ging with 17.9 percent, ac¬ 
cording to research by 
Strategy Analytics. 

During the same three- 
month period, Samsung also 
witnessed its global tablet 
market share rise to 17.9 per¬ 
cent, up &om 11 3 percent a 
year ago, wlnle Apple's mar¬ 
ket shai'e dived to 39.6 per¬ 
cent, a shai'p decline from 5S. 1 
percent the previous year, ac¬ 
cording to IDC. 

While admitting Apple may 
still defend its argument that 
smaitphones should he de¬ 
signed for one-hand use, Kuo 
said the continued improve¬ 
ment of battery and processor 
teclmologies could lead to re- 
tlniiking that policy.

WASHINGTOIT (AFP) - Sig¬ 
naling dsn. autumn fiscal siiQW- 
dowii, the top Republicans in 
the US House and Senate 
warned Tuesday that extending 
federal bDiTowuig autLonty 
would require fresh spending 
cuts. 

"We're not going to raise tlie 
debt ceiling witliout real cuts 
m spending. It's as simple as 
11131,“ House Speaker Jolm 
Boelmer told reporters 

Boeliner's remarks come as 
Obama, with whom he spent 
weeks negotiating an ill-fated 
grand frscal baigaiii m 2011, 
stakes out Ins position this 
week witil a senes of speeches 
on the economy. 

White House spokesman Jay 
Carney spoke to the looming 
debt cetlmg tattle -- likely to 
begin after lawmakers' August 
recess -- saying “we will not 
negotiate over Congress's re¬ 
sponsibility to pay the bjUs that 
Congress racked up." 

Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid sounded a note of 
frustration when confronted 
with the same issue. 

P^.epublicans were able to 
extract some tax cuts from 
Obama in 2011 in exchange 
for raising the debt ceiling, but 
the issue came to a head late 
last year during the so-called 
"fiscal cliff," a collectiDn of 
spending cuts and automatic 
tax hikes 

Congress ended up raising 
taxes for those makmg over 
$400,000 per year, but it also

JOHANNEEBUR.G (AFP) - A 
sex scene between a school¬ 
teacher and a pupil Las led to 
the opemng movie at this 
year's Durban Intern all onal 
Film Festival being banned, 
organisers said Tuesday. 

The decision to block the 
showing of the South African 
film "Of Good Report*, has 
been met with outrage. 

Censors objected to a scene 
"which constitutes child 
pornography and we are un¬ 
able to legally show the frlm,^' 
a spokesman quoted festival 
director Peter Machen as say¬ 
ing 

Out of respect for film di¬ 


rector Jahiml Qubeka, organ¬ 
isers did not screen a replace¬ 
ment film at the festival, 
showing instead the censor¬ 
ship message of the Film and 
Publications Board. 

The movie's plot revolves 
around a small-town school 
where a predatory teacher at¬ 
tracted to young girls targets a 
1 d-year-old student, played by 
a 23-year-old actress.

South Africa's age of con¬ 
sent is Id hut the country's 
publication laws only allow 
the portrayal of sex from 13 
yeai's upwards. 

Some organisations cau¬ 
tioned frlmmakers to refrain 
from poitraying violence and 
abuse towai'ds children while 
others called on authorities to 
be less moralistic m the appli¬ 
cation of the law.

Grilled by AEG Live 
lawyer Marvin Putnam, she 
recalled die only time she 
asked her son about lumors 
tliat he was abusing drugs -- 
and said he demed it, despite 
at least one fannly "interven¬ 
tion" m die years before Ins 
deatli. 

Katlieiine Jackson accuses 
AEG Live of pushmg her son 
too hard as he rehea’sed in Los 
Angeles for a senes of "This is 
It" comeback concerts in Lon¬ 
don, and of negligently hiring 
doctor Conrad Muiiay to look 
after Mm.

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MEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Fonner welterweight cham¬ 
pion Emile Griffith best 
known for the bmtal 19d2 
world tide fight that claimed 
the life of bitter rival Beimy 
Paret died Tuesday. He was 
75. 

Gnffith, who suffered fram 
dementia, died at a care fa^nhty 
in New York, the Intemadoni 
Boxing Hall of Fame con¬ 
firmed in a statement. 

Griffidi's infamous rivalry 
with the Cub an-bom Paret 
ended m a fatal third meeting 
between the two boxers at 
Madison Squai'e Garden on 
Mai'ch 24, 19l32 for die welter- 
weigjit title. 

According to a 3005 docu¬ 
mentary, Paret had allegedly 
enraged Gnffith prior to die 
bout by taiuiting him m Span¬ 
ish widi die deeply offensive 
homophobic slur “martcon" 
(faggot). 

Gnffidi, who mairied dancer 
Mercedes Donastrog in 1971 
but later adnutted to being bi¬ 
sexual, claimed victory over 
Paret witli a savage 12th-round 
assault. 

An unconscious Pai'et was 
propped up on the ropes as 
Gnffith rained blows on him 
for several seconds before he 
slumped to the canvas. Paret 
never regained consciousness 
and died in hospital 10 days 
later 

The savagely of the fight 
had lasting implications for 
boxing in die United States, 
leading ABC television to pull 
die plug on Live broadcasts for 
years afterwai'd. 

Referee Ruby Goldstein 
criticized for not inteivening to 
stop Griffith's funous late as¬ 
sault, never officiated again. 

^While Gnffith would later 
go on to win several odier tides 
before retiring iii 1977, many 
boxing fans said he was nevei' 
die same after die fateful bout 
with Paret. 
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Federer, who has been play¬ 
ing since last week with a 
larger, 9S-squai'e-inch racquet 
after competing for most of Ins 
career with a 90-squai‘e-inch 
model, remains quietly confi¬ 
dent that he will be able to 
make the big switch before 
travelling to Canada in little 
more than a week to prepare 
for die Monti’eal Masters.

Gstaad effort. . 

Federer nudged aside more 
queries about the state of Ins 
back, which occasionally bodi¬ 
er s him and which appeared to 
be taped in Hamburg.

"Honesdy, last week was not 
optimal, I couldn't play as free 
as I would have liked to do.
